Never has the nation been as free 
‘from animosity and party spirit and 
strife, as it is beside the bier of the 
dead President to-day. In spirit the 
prayer has been abundantly answered. 
This is none the less true in all con- 
cerns of private and personal life. 


MAC VEAGH ON ARTHUR'S CAB-

If President Ar- 
thur engages heartily and thoroughly 
in that good work,as he hopes and be- 
lieves he will, then he is entitled to 
the credit of doing it with an Attorney 


General of his own selection, and not 
with one inherited from President

Assassin Gui Guitteau. 
New York, September 28. 

A Washington special to the Te’e- 
gram says : Guitteau will be indicted 
on Monday or Tuesday next, and the 
problem which is now troubling the 
authorities is how to transport him 
sately from the jail to the Court-house, 
Under the posse comitatus law United 
States troops cannot be used, and it is 
coubtfal whether the police are equal 
to the effort of keeping him out of 
the hands of the people, who will 
watch all the movements, 

It is now known that McGill, the 
guard, who reported that Guitteau 
had attacked him, really undertook to 
kill Guitteau in pretended self-de- 
fense, and that Guitteau bad a narrow 
escape on that occasion. He is in a 
continued state of fright and implores 
for protection constantly. 

Rep Bank, N.J., September 28. 

The legal authorities of Monmouth 
county have addressed the Attorney- 
General of the State and the Attor- 
ney-General of the United States up- 
on the propriety of filing counts be- 
fore the Grand Jury of Monmouth 
couoty-against Guitteau for the mur- 
der of Gartield. It is held that a 
waiver of the Coroner’s inques’s by 
the State does not deprive the Grand 
Jury of its power to,indict the crimi- 
nal. 


Arthur at Work. 
New York, Sep. 28 
A Tribune Washington special says: 
President Arthur is reported as favor- 
ing the election of David Davis to t'1e 
Presidency of the Sénate if that - all 
prevent a sharp conflict between the 
parties. Arthur has taken hold of the 
work before him with a will, and 
since the remains of Garfield left the 
city he has been laboring assiduously 
to get his affairs in order against the 
time when the rush for office will be- 
gio. Last night he sat untill 4 a. m., 
dictating correspondence to his stcno- 
grapher, after which he retired, giv- 
ing orders that he was not tole dis- 
turbed uutil noon. His habits of 
work seem to be methodical, and he 
is evidently not afraid to take hold of 
the detaiis, and work them out with 
his own hands. 
The Murderer'’s Coming Trial. 
WASHINGTON, September 27. 
Scoville of Chicago has not yet ans- 
wered Guiteau as to whether he will 
act as counsel in his trial.. Scoville 
was not in Chicago, but a message has 
been forwarded to him. The Grand 
Jury next week will doubtless find a 
true bill on an indictment for murder 
but an immediate trial is improbable. 
The Court still treats the. prisuner 
anomalously, Guiteau only knows by 
inference even fow that be killed the 
President. It is believed the trial 
wiil be deferred till- the first Monday 
in December. Guiteau desires a de- 
lay, and says he can’t have a fair trial 
until there isa cooling down in the 
commuopity, which has applauded and 
never arrested the two men who have 
attempted his life in his cell. 
FEensational Reports. 
Caicaco, September 28. 
It is reported from various sovrces 
that Arthur has been shot. Another 
dispatch from Chicago says: There 
is nothing definite about Arthur, but 
it is believed that there is no truth ia 
the report.

NEVADA AND OREGON. 


Who Holds the Steck and gvho Balt 
the Koad-Summary of “Colonel 
Moore's Compiaint ia the 

$5,000 000 Suit. 


The GazEtre has been shown thie 
complaint filed in the 1st District Court 
of Nevada, wherein Thomas Moore is 
plaintit! and the Nevada and Oregon 
Railroad company, E. D. Wheeler, 
Trenmor Coffin, James McMeghan 
and John Sunderland are defendants. 
The begianiog of the lengthy docu- 
ment sets out the organization of the 
company and makivg of contracts with 
plaintiff. The further avd mure par- 
ticular allegations upon which the 
complaint is based seems to furnish a 
history of the Road from the com- 
mencement of the work, and this is 
deemed of sufficient interest in the 
present status of affairs to receive 
publication. 

The complaint avers that plaintiff 
has kept and performe® his contracts. 
Tae work of building the Reso di- 
vision was cummesced in Deec:dnber, 
1839, and continued until Felhuary, 
1881, when delays ensued cused by 
the corporation. Work was recom- 
inenced April 26th and is still being 
vigorously prosecuted according te 


-|} contract. 


That plaintiff has completed ten 
miles of the Reno Divieion towards 
Beckwith Pass, and has graded fifteen 
miles more of the road from the end 
of the completed track. One locomo 
tive used in construction and five con- 
struction cars have been purchased, 
and an engine house with capacity for 
three engines has been erected. Plain- 
tiff has also purchased or cuntracted 
for ties for twenty-two miles mure of 
said road, and has ordered and con- 
tracted for rails for said twenty-two 
miles more. He has provided track 
tools and other equipments, and hus 
expended upon these (work and ma- 
terials) about the sum of $180,000. 
Plaintiff claims to have fully cemplied 
with his contract, aud now has about 
300 laborers constantly employed in 
building the road. 

WHO OWNS THE STOCK. 


The complaint theu goes on to 
allege the actual position of the stock 
to be as fovilows. Plaintiff is the 
owner an holder of 2,890 shares of the 
capital stock of said company. This 
stock is of the value of $109 pcr share 
and is fully paid and uaassessable: 
Frank Ficld Fowler is the owner and 
holder of about 1,200 shares of such 


| stock of same value which is filly 


paid and unassessable, and in uddition 
Fraok Field Fowler has tull power cf 
attorney for other persons owning and 
holding about 1,200 shares of said 
stock at same value fuily paid and 
unassessable. And in addition about 
200 other shares of said stock fully 
paid up and unassessable have been 
issued and are held by other persons. 
That the foregoing is all the stock that 
has been issued by said corporation, 
defendant, and no stock has been 
issued except that which is fully paid 
up, excep: illegal and void certificates 
issued to defendants E. D. Wheeler, 
Trenmor Coftin, James Mc Mechan and 
John Sunderland. 


PARTICULAR STOCK TRANSACTIONS. 


The complaint further says that 
Wheeler, Coffin, McMechan and Sun- 
derland hold no stock except that 
which came from an illegal and void 
issue to themselves, and particularizes 
as follows: 

That E. D. Wheeler subscribed for 
five shares, 20 per cent., payable July 
1st, and 10 per cent. on August Ist, 
September Ist and Ociober Ist, and 
50 per cent. on November Ist, not one 
cent, ot which has been paid. That 
Trenmor Cofflia subscribed for 10 
shares, 40 percent. payable April 28th 
tand the remainderin 10 per cent. 
monthly installments, commenciog 
September. 10th, and no part has 
been paid except $400. 

James McMechan subscribed for 
five shares, payable 40 percent. on 
April 28th and the balance in ten 
per cent. monthly installments, upon 
which nothing has been paid except 
$200. 

John Sunderland subscribed for 15 
shares, payable 40 per cent on April 
28, and the balance in ten per cent. 
monthly installments, upon which 
nothing has been paid except $750. 

The complaint also says that de- 
fendants Wheeler, Coffin, McMechan 


and Sunderland have only procured | 


subscriptions to about 50 shares of the 
stock éxcept the illegal issue com- 
plained of and the 3,000 shares men- 
tioned below. That all the other sub- 
scriptions have been procured by or 
through Moore. 

“ ‘WHEELER’S SUBSCRIPTION. 

The complainant states that defend- 


ant E. D. Wheeler on April 25th,1881, 
subscribed for three thousand shares 
of the stock of the corporation, to pay 
10 per cent. immediately and 10 per 
cent upon the completion of each 15 
miles of said railroad beyond Beck- 
with Pass, with privilege of makiag 
full payment at any time. The com- 
pany agreel to issue proper certifi- 
cates for this stock when fully paid 
up. Defendant Wheeler on April 
25ih paid the oompany $59,090, the 
aum then due under this contract, and 
on April 26th sold and assigned his 
contract with the company to plaint- 
iff for $39,000, thea and there paid by 
plaintiff to Wheeler. Plaintiff as- 
sumed all the eblizations of the con- 
tract, and is the owner and holder of 
said subscription and iuterest in the 
stock thereunder. 

THE ALLEGED ILLEGAL 

The complaint further sets out the 
call fora stockholders meeting and 
alleges that the President, G. I. 
Woods, at the request of a najority 
called a meetiog of the directors to 
remove the Seeretary and pasa “Dy 
Laws.” It was expressly stated by 
the majority, of whom were defendants 
Wieeler, MeMechan, Coflin and Sun- 
derland|, that it was no part of the 
business to receive subscriptions to 
the stock, At the meeting defendant 
Wheeler moved that subscriptions 
be received from Messrs. Wheel- 
er, Coffin, Sunderland ani Mc- 
Mechan for 12,500 shares each. 
President Woods denounced the pro- 
posed action as not iu good faith and 
dishonest, and in violation of the con- 
tracts with plaintiff,he then resigned and 
withdrew. Trustee Bragg also agreed 
with President Woods and withdrew 
from the meeting. Thereupon the de- 
fendants received subscriptions and 
issued to Messrs. Wheeler, Cofiin, Me- 
Mechan and Sunderland 12,500 shares 
each without their paving one cent. 
Therefore, the plaintiff claims the said 
issue Of stock to have been illegal, 
both in form and substance, and 
against his tights both as contractor 
and stockholder, as neither of said 
parties cao or will, or intend to pay 
any part of said subscription. The 
plaintiff alleged that the illegal issue 
was made that the defendants might 
elect themselves trustees and then goes 
on to state the legal grounds upon 
which his prayer for an injunction 
was based. 

The above is taken from the com- 
plaint subscribed and sworn to by 
Thomas Moore, and filed with the 
Clerk of the First Judicial District 
Court in and for the county of Storey. 

The cause has now been transferred 
to the United States District Court, 
and as no answer has yet been filed it 
is not known what defense, if any, 
the defendants named may interpose.

IS&UE. 


Plaintiffs who want a Slice of the Cali- 
fernia Mine Amounting to 
that Sum. 

Metcalf Pratt has commenced suit 
before Judge Rising, against the Cali- 
fornia Mining Co. for the recovery of 
three-twentieths of thirty million dol- 
lars. Divested of legal verbiage, ac- 
cording to the-Goid Hill News, the 
canse of complaint alleges that the 
plaintif, io common with James 
Walsh, Joseph Woodworth, J. W. 
Hastiogs and George Wilson, was in 
possession of one-fourth of the ground 
now known as belonging to the Cali- 
fornia Mining Company, in 1859; that 
the interest of plaintiff was one-fifth; 
that he subsequently sold one-twen- 
tieth of five one-hundredihs of the 
ground, and that he still holds three- 
twenticths of fifteen one-hund:edths 
of one-fourth of the ground. The 
complaint goes on to state that the 
California Mining Compavy has taken 
aut and mined ores to the value of 
$30,000,000 from the ground in ques- 
tion, and that he (the plaiotiff) has 
never received his proportion of this 
umount, nor any part of it. He now 
invokes the power of the law to com- 
pel an accounting “in what-so-ever 
sum. may be found due.” 

The papers in the suit were filed 
with the Vounty Clerk by Lewis & 
Deal, attorneys for the plaintiff,on the 
24th instant.
